FACTORY STATISTICS, YEAR 1952-53. 


GENERAL. For statistical purposes, a'Factory" is defined as any LAChOLyY, 
workshop or mill employing four hands or more, or less than four where 
power-driven machinery is used in manufacturing, repairing or assembling. 


) Totals of the principal items of factory statistics are listed below 
and indicate in many instances that the manufacturing activities in South 
Australia during 1952-543 were greater than in any previous year. 
Fluctuations in prices, however, should be considered when comparing money 
values. in the text, figures for 1951-52 are shown in parenthesis. 


NUMBER OF FACTORIES. These numbered 3,339 (S225). increase 9l. 


biPLUYEES. The average number of employees over the whole year was 

80,483 (83,907), a decrease of 3,42h on the previous year 1951-52 which was 
the record. Males numbered 67,114 (68,045) and females 13,369 (15,862). 
Heavy decreases covering female employment in Metals, Textiles and Clothing 
mainly accounted for the overall decline in employment. 


SALARIES AND WAGES. The total amount paid was £56,540, 268 (£53,557,811), 
increase £2,982,45h. Male employees received £50,593,H93 (£47,194,002) or 
an average per employee of £780 (£716). Female employees received 

£5,946, 775 (£6,363,812) or an average of £1451 (£406). 


MATERIALS AND FUEL. The cost of materials totalled £133,818, 319 (£139,197,04) 
and fuel, etc. £11,805,594 (£10,408,734). An increasing proportion of 

Leigh Creek coal is used each year, the tonnage for the last 2 years being 
403,233 (359,392), compared with all other coal 568,767 (582,456). 


OUTPUT VALUE, The gross value of output was £234,812,860 (£252 355.1 00) 
increase £1,959,/760. There are 139 classified individual industries. Of 
these, 83 showed increased output value whilst 51 recorded decrease. 
Industries with greatest increases were Cement, Cement Goods, Bricks and 
Tiles, Industrial Chemicals, Chemical Fertilisers, Motor Bodies, Shp 
Building, Agricultural Implements, Pipes, Tubes & Fittings, Dyeing and 
Cleaning, Biscuits, Confectionery, Breweries, Joinery and Heer ieiest by 

and Gas. Greatest decreases were noted in Smelting, Textiles, Tailoring, 
Jam & Fruit Preserving, Brooms and Brushes. 


PRODUCTION VALUE. The value of output does not give a true indLr.eatvoen of 
the value of factory production, primarily because of duplication between 
industries. A better measure of value of work done in factories is 
obtained by deducting from the value of output, the cost of raw materials, 
containers, power, fuel, light, oil, water, tools replaced and repairs to 
plant. The net result thus obtained represents the value added in the 
process of manufacture. The total £89,188,947 (£83,246,632) which showed 
an increase of £5,942,315 is a record for factory production in South 
Australia. 


PREMISES AND PLANT. The value recorded for Land and Buildings was 
£31,9C3,462 (£28,506,576) whilst Plent and Machinery totalled EMO 1454 9S 
(632,177,031). Estimated values for rented premises and plant have been 
included in these figures. 


COMPARISON WITH 1938-39. Compared with the pre-war year 1938-39, factories 
have increased from 2,067 to 3,339, employees from Lis ReSryals tO) KO GSO) 5

£13,678,930 to £89,188,947 and value of land, buildings, plant and machinery
